While serving the 
sentence of six months in the county 
jail, which was imposed as punish- 
ment for his share in the robbing of 
the mail, he was taken very ill a few 
days ago, and removed to the Clara 
Barton hospital. Metzler's condition is 
very serious. 
He is suffering from 


meningitis, from which the physicians 
say he will not recover. 


Metzler and his chum, Ralph Stiles, 


were apprehended on a charge of rob- 
bing the Covina postofflce, and in 
many ways the capture was unique. 
Herman Metzler was caught in the 
act of opening one of the lock boxes, 
and was held at the point of a gun by 
Postmaster Matthews until he was 
turned over to the officers. The same 
day, a confession was gotten out of 
his chum, Ralph Stiles, who was ar- 
rested by the police of Pasadena. The 
two boys were given a light sentence 
of six months in the county jail, len- 
ency being shown on account of their 
fouth and the fact that it was practi- 
cally the first trouble that had ever 
overtaken them. 


Metzler has not fared well in the 


Bounty jail. He has fretted a great 
deal, and the disgrace seems to have 
worried him. He has complained at 
times of feeling ill, and finally, on

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City Trustees Busy With 


Plans For Street Work. 


Contractor L. H. McGowan has start- 


ed preliminery work on the macada- 
mizing and asphalting of Citnis ave- 
nue. 
This mile of road, to cost ap- 


proximately $40,000, and paid for by 
the abutting property owners, is to 
be one of the finest streets in South- 
ern California, and according to con- 
tract, will be finished within 150 days. 
The whole work of supervision for the 
city is to be done by J. C. Walters, 
who will be on the ground all the time 
during its construction. The begin- 
ning of this work means that Citrus 
ivenue vill be torn up for the greater 
portion of the summer months, but the 
citizens are all rejoicing in the work, 
which will make the main street of 
the city a thoroughfare second to none 
in the state. 


At the meeting of the Covina City 


board of trustees on Wednesday night, 
proceedings were again started for 
the paving of Badillo avenue within 
the city limits. This street will also 
be made one of the fine highways of 
the state, and the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company will bear its pro- 
portionate share of the construrtion, 
paying for the paving within the rails 
and for two feet on each side of the 
tracks. 


The city attorney has been instruct- 


ed to draw a speed ordinance, which 
will control the 
automobile traffic. 


While the number of miles per hour 
was definitely decided upon at the 
meeting, it is understood that a ten- 
mile limit will be placed, although 


there is some opposition to this. It 
is argued by owners of high-speed 
machines that the ten-mile limit is 
more dangerous than that of fifteen 
miles, as the high-speed machines are 
more easily controlled when running 
at a speed greater than ten miles. 
This matter has been left largely to 
the discretion of the city attorney, so 
far as the drawing of the ordinance is 


I concerned, and it is expected that it 


j will be acted upon at the coining meet- 
ing Tuesday night. 


The trustees also acted in the matter 


,of framing the ordinance issuing bonds 
| for the building of the municipal build- 
ing, to cost $3,500, and which will be 
,a combination to house the fire ap- 
paratus and all jail facilities. 
This 


building will be erected on the lot 
owned by the city on College street. 


I The bonds for this expenditure were 
voted at general election last fall.

There 
have been 400 cars of oranges shipped 
from the Charter Oak Citrus Associa- 
tion packinghouse this season, and 
this does not include the large amount 
of lemons prorated through the San 
Dimas house.

Covina Lad Meets With 


Adventure In Japan 


Adventure came to Alfred Fletcher 


of Covina, before he had been two 
weeks on his tour of the world, which 
started from Honolulu recently. The 
young man has been preparing for 
some time for a tramping trip through 
the old countries of the continent and 
in. Asia. The Los Angeles Times Wed- 
nesday morning has the following In- 
teresting account of his reception at 
Tokyo: 


The flicker of a kodak shutter, in 


the hands of Alfred Fletcher of Cov- 
ina, as he came down the gang plank 
of a steamer at Tokyo, resulted in 
Fletcher's arrest on suspicion of be- 
ing an international spy, and with him 
is detained his chum, James Richard- 
son. The arrest was made four days 
ago, and is the first adventure en- 
countered by two young California 
students in an itinerary of two years' 
tramping, began three weeks ago in 
Honolulu. Ignorance of the laws of the 
port, and a desire to illustrate their 
wanderings with photographs of every 
phase, has caused a flurry in depart- 
mental head-quarters of two nations. 
On receipt of news from the young 
men that they were prisoners, and 
that they were to be held as military 
suspects until an investigation could 
be made, John Fletcher of San Fran- 
cisco, brother of Alfred, importuned 
President Benjamin Ide Wheeler of 
the University of California to inter- 
cede for the suspects, and a message 
has already gone forward to Washing- 
ton, addressed to the Bureau of For- 
eign Affairs. This action was taken 
yesterday morning. 


Alfred Fletcher is the eldest son of 


Rev. Alfred Fletcher of Covina, rector 
of Holy Trinity parish and secretary of 
Los Angeles Episcopal diocese. He is 
24 years old, and is a graduate of 
the University of California He is 
preparing to enter the Episcopal min- 
istry. His traveling companion, Rich- 
ardson, is a graduate of Dartmouth. 
Shortly after receiving his diploma at 
Berkeley, Fletcher carefully laid plans 
for a world tour. Richardson and he 
met in Honolulu, where both have 
been working for some months in 
preparation for the hike around the 
globe. 
Having 
gathered 
sufficient 


funds to make the trip possible, the 
money was turned into letters of cred- 
it, and the young men sailed for China, 
dressed plainly, and with practically 
no effects to hamper them. 
They 


have been traveling over .the great 
Chinese empire, but met with no start- 
ling adventure until seized by the Jap- 
anese port officers on setting foot on 
Nipponese soil. A cable to The Times 
of Monday morning stated that the 
young men were in durance vile at 


Tokyo, and that they had arrived ther 
with but $6 between them, thus add 
ing to the suspicion caused by th 
attempt to take pictures. When ar 
rested, Fletcher had just snapped 
picture of the Maizuru Naval Sta 
tion. 


Inasmuch as Fletcher is carryin 


letters of introduction from the bisho 
of Honolulu to the head of the Episco 
pal diocese at Tokyo, the matter o 
effecting their release is less compli 
cated, but his father, Rev. Alfred Flet 
cher, was informed that the foreigi 
office in Washington will take hold o 
the situation, at the request of Pres 
ident Wheeler. Fletcher has taken on 
passports, which will enable him tc 
travel for the next two years. 
Before 


leaving Covina, on his last trip home 
he informed the members of his fam 
ily that it was his intention to thor 
oughly broaden his education by trav- 
el, and that he beleived first-hand 
knowledge of the old world, gathered 
on an unostentatious tramping tour 
would be most valuable to him in the 
ministry, which will undoubtedly be 
his life-work. 


On receiving the telegram from his 


son in San Francisco relating to Al 
fred's arrest, Rev. Mr. Fletcher stated 
at^the rectory in Covina last night: 


"I do not attach any sinister im 


portance to the arrest. Of cource, I 
realize that such a complication might 
become grave, and believe that Presi 
dent Wheeler has acted promptly and 
well in getting into communication 
with the United States authorities 
but my son has been provided will1 
the best of credentials from church 
officials of high standing. 
It will be 


easy, I believe, to convince the Jap 
anese authorities that there was noth 
ng culpable in Alfred's action. Com- 
ing at the outset of their tramping 
tour, I believe it will act as a salutary 
measure which will engender more 
care in the future." 


John and Alfred Fletcher are both 


California University graduates, and 
members of the Bohemian Club, a 
well as many college societies 
INVESTIGATED AND RELEASED. 
Rev. Alfred Fletcher, father of Alfred, 


received a communication yesterday 
morning from his son, John, at San 
Francisco, which enclosed a telegram 
from 
Assistant Secretary 
of State 


Huntington Wilson of Washington. In 
it, the Washington official states that 
the case of Fletcher was investigated 
by Washington officials, but it was 
found that Fletcher had already been 
released, 
together 
with his 
chum, 


Richardson. The Japanese authorities 
did not detain either of the lads for 
any length of time.

The Work Of The Red Spider, 


Horticultural inspectors in the Covina district have been making 


ail exhaustive study of the citrus groves for three weeks, in an at- 
lompt to estimate the rapidity with which the red spider spreads in 
Ihfi foliage Avhcn the warm season comes on. The red spider has been

found in (.fovi'n5i"ili considerable quantities, as is the fact also in near- 
ly all districts growing citrus fruits. 
He is an undoubted menace to 


the industry. 
Not so greatly dangerous as is the black scale, and not 


so costly in eradiction, but a menace, and the red spider must be 
dealt with summarily. 


In the spring the red spider begins working on the leaves. His 


presence is j/oted many feet from the tree by any observer, unless 
his work is mistaken for that of mottled leaf, or chlorosis. The red 
sjider whitens the leaf, blotches it with white or yellow, often leav- 
^ft var/f'fc'Hted marks on it. not unlike mottled leaf. 
But a scrutiny 


will show the red mites at work. They may be seen with the naked 


They suck the juice from the leaf, it is said, leaving it anaemic. 


a human limb that has been rendered colorless by the drainage of 


fT> blood. The pulp of the leaf swells in spots, and the leaf eventually 


dies and drops off. In cases where the red spider has worked assid- 
uously and in myriads, the trees become denuded and die back from 
the injuries. 


Taken in time the red spider is not particularly a dangerous pest. 


lie cannot live in sulphur fumes, and high-grade sulphur, sprayed in 
dry on the leaves will cause the spider to quit. 
The larvae, where it 


has been exposed to sulphur for a few days, turns brown and dies. 
In order to distribute tin- sulphur properly., the method is that of 
using hydrated lime as a carrier, just as one uses water as a carrier in 
fluid spraying. 
The lime lias no practical value as an eradication of 


Hie pest, but is necessary to distribute the sulphur. Sulphur will 
adhe/e for several months when it has once been caught by the dew 
and moisture. Where the red spider is showing at all. the owner of 
The trees should get the sprayers at once, as it is dangerous to leave 
the pest to his undisturbed devices.
